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The  Kresge  Foundation  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1924  by  Sebastian  S.  Kresge 
who  founded  the  Kresge  retail  stores 
now  known  as  the  K-mart 
Corporation.  The  Foundation  is  an 
independent,  private  foundation  and 
is  not  affiliated  with  K-mart  or  any 
other  organization.  Since  its  establish¬ 
ment,  the  Foundation  has  authorized 
more  than  $715  million  in  grants. 
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Purpose,  commitment,  and  growth  are 
linked  essentially  to  a  basic  under¬ 
standing  of  past  events.  Historians 
and  theologians  are  among  those  who 
remind  us  to  pause  periodically  and 
revisit  our  heritage  -  to  remind  our¬ 
selves  of  the  circumstances  and  moti¬ 
vations  which  set  the  stage  for  what 
we  now  believe  and  do.  We  are  told 
that  such  reflection,  personal  or  insti¬ 
tutional,  is  rewarding  in  many  dimen¬ 
sions. 

Believing  this  has  led  to  a  desire  to 
revisit  in  these  pages  the  origin  of  The 
Kresge  Foundation  and  the  evolution 
of  its  policies. 

1988  marked  the  65th  year  of  the 
Foundation  established  by  Sebastian 
Spering  Kresge  -  a  reasonable  mile¬ 
stone  in  the  life  of  any  organization  or 
individual.  It  was  also  a  year  when  an 
era  came  to  a  close  with  the  death  of 
Dorothy  M.  Kresge,  widow  of  Stanley 
S.  Kresge,  son  of  the  founder  and  for¬ 
mer  President,  Chairman  and  long¬ 
standing  Trustee  of  the  Foundation. 
The  family's  important  relationship 
and  contribution  to  the  Foundation 
continue  with  their  physician  son.  Dr. 
Bruce  A.  Kresge,  who  was  elected  a 
Trustee  in  1966.  Also  occurring  in  1988 
was  the  remarkable  intersection  of  two 
points  in  the  financial  history  of  the 
Foundation.  The  Foundation's  total 
investment  income  for  1988  was 
approximately  the  same  as  the  total 
amount  of  the  gifts  made  to  the 
Foundation  by  its  founder.  Further 
prompting  this  reflective  pause  are  the 
inquiries  about  the  Foundation's 
origin  and  policies  which  arise  during 
appointments,  conferences.  Informa¬ 
tion  Workshops,  site  visits  or  during 
student  seminars  on  the  role  of  philan¬ 
thropy  in  our  society. 


It  was  in  1899,  with  $8,000  and  half 
ownership  of  two  five  and  ten  cent 
stores,  that  Sebastian  Kresge  estab¬ 
lished  the  company  bearing  his  name. 
During  the  next  25  years  he  devoted 
all  his  considerable  energy  to  the 
growth  and  development  of  that  com¬ 
pany  By  the  end  of  that  period,  he  had 
developed  a  chain  of  stores  which 
became  very  profitable.  A  strong  reli¬ 
gious  upbringing  made  Sebastian 
Kresge  a  thrifty  and  caring  individual 
with  an  increasing  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility  for  returning  to  society  a  major 
portion  of  his  already  sizeable  wealth. 
To  commemorate  the  25th  anniversary 
of  his  company,  he  established  The 
Kresge  Foundation  in  1924  through  an 
initial  gift  of  $1.3  million.  By  the  time 
of  his  death,  at  the  age  of  99  in  1966, 
Sebastian  Kresge  had  made  additional 
personal  gifts  totaling  $63  million.  As 
previously  recorded  by  William  H. 
Baldwin,  the  Foundation's  Chief 
Executive  from  1966  to  1987,  Sebastian 
Kresge  "tithed  on  a  grand  scale,  for  he 
left  at  his  death  a  personal  estate 
which  was  less  than  1/10  of  the  gifts 
he  made  to  the  Foundation  he  estab¬ 
lished."  The  total  of  all  grants  made 
during  the  past  65  years  is  over  11 
times  that  gift  total.  Moreover,  the 
Foundation's  assets  have  grown  some 
18  fold. 

At  the  1953  dedication  of  Harvard 
University's  Graduate  School  of 
Business,  Sebastian  Kresge,  following 
a  lengthy  introduction,  uttered  just  six 
words  -  "I  never  made  a  dime  talk¬ 
ing"  -  and  then  sat  down.  While  per¬ 
suaded  to  speak  further,  it  is  those  six 
words  which  shall  be  remembered 
and  which  typify  this  man  and  his 
style.  Sebastian  Kresge' s  instructions 
to  the  incorporating  Trustees  were  set 
forth  in  just  such  brief  terms.  The 
Foundation's  income  was  to  be  used 


"to  promote  the  well-being  of 
mankind."  Its  first  grants  were  made 
in  1925.  They  totaled  $12,950,  were 
divided  among  10  institutions  and 
varied  in  size  from  $100  to  $7,500. 
Recipients  ranged  from  a  symphony 
orchestra  to  a  small  rural  hospital.  A 
$100,000  commitment  in  1926  to  the 
Y.M.C.A.  of  Metropolitan  Detroit 
marked  the  first  six-figure  grant.  The 
Foundation's  early  recipient  institu¬ 
tions  were  located  primarily  in  the 
northeastern  quarter  of  the  United 
States,  because  the  initial  Trustees  felt 
it  was  appropriate  to  support  institu¬ 
tions  which  were  located  in  the  region 
where  the  S.S.  Kresge  Company  had 
flourished. 

An  early  Foundation  interest  reflected 
the  donor's  strong  religious  heritage 
and  personal  beliefs.  Grants  were  made 
to  churches  in  response  to  unmet  bud¬ 
get  obligations,  to  support  special  pro¬ 
grams  in  areas  such  as  youth  and 
temperance  and  to  assist  in  church 
building  or  expansion  projects.  As 
word  spread  of  this  interest,  the 
demand  for  such  grants  increased  far 
beyond  the  expectation  of  the  Trustees 
and  led  to  a  decision,  shortly  after 
World  War  II,  to  make  no  further  grants 
to  individual  churches  and  to  concen¬ 
trate  instead  in  other  areas  of  need. 

Perhaps  reflected  in  that  decision  was 
the  continuing  evolution  of  certain 
basic  policies  adopted  by  the 
Foundation's  early  Trustees  -  underly¬ 
ing  policies  which  have  stood  the  test 
of  subsequent  examination  and  have 
continued  to  the  present  day.  These 
broad  policies,  while  allowing  for 
Trustee-initiated  exceptions,  provided 
that  Foundation  grants  would  be  con¬ 
fined  to  established  charitable  institu¬ 
tions,  without  limitation  as  to  field  of 
interest  or  location.  Moreover, 


Foundation  assistance  would  be 
directed  to  the  maintenance  or  expan¬ 
sion  of  those  institutions  rather  than 
for  program  or  operating  support.  The 
rather  natural  outgrowth  of  this  latter 
policy  led  to  the  Foundation's  central 
and  continuing  focus  in  the  area  of 
"bricks  and  mortar". 

Initially,  grants  were  made  on  an  out¬ 
right  basis.  Over  the  years,  however, 
the  concept  evolved  of  awarding 
grants  to  institutions  on  a  conditional 
or  challenge  basis  -  thereby  providing 
an  incentive  to  help  expand  their  fund 
raising  capabilities.  By  the  early 
1960's,  the  challenge  concept  had 
become  a  formal  component  of  the 
Foundation's  policies.  The  evolution 
of  the  Foundation's  guidelines  and 
activities  led  to  the  publication,  during 
William  H.  Baldwin's  leadership,  of  an 
Annual  Report  and  of  a  document 
outlining  the  policies  and  application 
procedures  of  the  Foundation.  The 
desire  to  set  forth  clearly  and  concisely 
a  roadmap  for  all  applicants  to  follow 
has  been  basic  to  the  Foundation's 
objectives  ever  since. 

The  Foundation's  Trustees  and  Staff 
have  long  believed  that  accessibility  to 
Foundation  assistance  should  be  as 
broad  as  possible.  Thus,  a  rural  health 
clinic  can  make  as  compelling  a  case 
for  assistance  as  a  large  medical  cen¬ 
ter;  a  small  undergraduate  college  can 
compete  as  effectively  as  a  major 
research  university;  a  small  social  ser¬ 
vice  agency  serving  the  homeless  can 
seek  Foundation  funds  as  successfully 
as  a  multi-branch  metropolitan 
YMCA.  Cutting  across  the  broad 
range  of  institutions  which  receive 
Foundation  funding,  from  the  small  to 
the  large  and  from  rural  to  urban,  is  a 
simple  basic  ingredient:  the  organiza¬ 
tions  are  capably  administered  and 


provide  needed  services  and  pro¬ 
grams  -  in  facilities  that  our  grants 
will  help  build,  expand,  renovate  or 
equip.  A  brief  review  of  the  annual 
listing  of  grant  commitments  will 
clearly  reflect  this,  as  well  as  indicate 
that  there  is  no  pattern  as  to  grant  size. 
In  any  given  year,  the  Foundation's 
grants  range  from  under  $50,000  to 
over  $1  million.  The  amounts  vary 
according  to  type  of  organization,  to 
size  of  project  and  to  the  organiza¬ 
tion's  fund  raising  capability. 

Governance  of  the  Foundation  is  the 
ongoing  responsibility  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  now  eight  in  number,  who 
meet  monthly  to  consider  and  act  on 
grant  matters,  investment  activity  and 
policy  concerns.  Additionally,  and  on 
a  rotating  basis,  they  meet  monthly 
with  the  Foundation's  Program 
Officers  and  Senior  Staff  to  consider 
the  recommended  actions  which  have 
resulted  from  a  comprehensive  evalu¬ 
ation  process.  The  conclusions  of  this 
Review  Committee  are  then  presented 
to  the  full  Board  for  final  disposition. 

The  Foundation's  Trustees  also  deter¬ 
mine  investment  policy  and  provide 
formal  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
management  of  the  Foundation's 
assets  by  its  outside  Investment 
Managers  -  presently  two  banks  and 
two  investment  firms.  Their  activities 
and  performance  are  monitored  by  the 
Foundation's  Financial  Staff.  Over  the 
years,  the  Trustees  have  pursued  a 
policy  of  broad  investment  diversifica¬ 
tion.  As  a  result,  the  Foundation  does 
not  own  any  of  the  founder's  con¬ 
tributed  stock  in  the  company  he 
established,  the  final  disposition  of 
such  stock  having  occurred  in  1986. 
That  investment  served  the 
Foundation  well  regarding  its  earlier 
significant  growth.  The  ultimate  dis¬ 


position  of  that  stock,  while  motivated 
entirely  by  diversification  policy,  does 
highlight  a  further  and  important 
characteristic  of  the  Foundation, 
namely  that  it  is  an  independent,  pri¬ 
vate  foundation,  created  through  the 
personal  gifts  of  Sebastian  S.  Kresge, 
and  is  not  affiliated  or  associated  with 
any  corporation  or  organization. 

The  exemplary  leadership  of  the 
Foundation  by  William  H.  Baldwin  for 
over  twenty  years  caused  the  Trustees 
to  give  the  most  careful  consideration 
upon  his  retirement  to  the  matter  of 
sustaining  the  strength  of  the  Board  he 
had  largely  developed  and  of  which 
he  was  such  a  vital  member. 
Following  extensive  deliberation,  the 
Trustees  elected  in  1988  two  distin¬ 
guished  individuals  as  additional 
Trustees.  They  are  Jill  K.  Conway, 
author  and  faculty  member  at  M.I.T. 
and  former  President  of  Smith 
College,  and  George  D.  Langdon, 
President  of  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History  in  New  York  City  and 
former  President  of  Colgate 
University. 

In  concluding  this  brief  reflection 
about  the  origin  and  development  of 
The  Kresge  Foundation,  there  is  no 
stronger  testimony  about  the  steward¬ 
ship  entrusted  by  Sebastian  Kresge  to 
those  who  would  follow  than  to  com¬ 
ment  about  the  Foundation's  Staff. 
They  are,  and  have  been,  consummate 
professionals  who  individually  and 
collectively  display  those  traits  of 
decency,  caring,  and  fairness  which 
are  at  the  core  of  the  Foundation's 
strength  and  reputation. 

I  believe  Sebastian  Spering  Kresge 
would  be  pleased.  _ \

1988  GRANTS 
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After  reviewing  832  eligible  applica¬ 
tions  during  1988,  the  Trustees  of 
The  Kresge  Foundation  awarded 
$52,380,000  to  169  charitable  organiza¬ 
tions.  The  dollar  amount  reflects  a  7% 
increase  over  1987. 

Three  commitments  were  made  under 
the  Science  Initiative,  a  new  program 
started  in  1988  to  upgrade  and  endow 
scientific  equipment  and  laboratories 
in  colleges  and  universities,  teaching 
hospitals,  medical  schools,  and 
research  institutions.  Furman  Univer¬ 
sity  and  Saint  Louis  University  were 
awarded  $300,000  and  $500,000, 
respectively,  for  this  purpose.  The 
Trustees  also  intend  to  authorize,  if 
conditions  warrant,  a  $442,000  grant  to 
the  Dana-Farber  Institute.  Under 
review  at  year-end  were  many  other 
Science  Initiative  applications;  this 
special  program  will  continue  through 
March  31, 1990. 

The  Foundation  has  no  predetermined 
grant  budget  by  field,  geography,  or 
type  of  project.  Rather,  the  Trustees 
respond  each  year  to  the  priorities  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  applicants.  Of  the  169 
grants  awarded  in  1988,  41%  were 
made  toward  the  construction  of  new 


facilities,  25%  for  renovation  of  exist¬ 
ing  facilities,  and  28%  for  combined 
renovation  and  new  construction.  Sci¬ 
ence  Initiative  grants  plus  the  cate¬ 
gories  of  real  estate  acquisition  and  the 
purchase  of  equipment  represented 
the  balance. 

A  review  of  the  applicant  history  of 
the  grant  recipients  indicates  that  40% 
were  applying  to  The  Kresge  Founda¬ 
tion  for  the  first  time,  17%  had  previ¬ 
ously  applied  but  had  been  declined, 
and  43%  were  prior  grant  recipients. 

The  Foundation  staff  responded  to 
approximately  10,300  requests  for 
information  including  the  pamphlet 
describing  the  Foundation's  policies 
and  application  procedures,  the 
Annual  Report,  and  the  Science  Initia¬ 
tive  brochure.  In  addition  to  the  655 
appointments  and  telephone  confer¬ 
ence  calls  held  with  prospective  appli¬ 
cants,  Foundation  staff  also  continued 
to  conduct  off-site  Information 
Workshops. 

The  following  tables  and  graphs  fur¬ 
ther  summarize  the  Foundation's 
grantmaking  activities  for  1988.

Who  may  apply? 

Tax-exempt  charitable  organizations 
operating  in  the  fields  of  (a)  higher 
education  (awarding  baccalaureate 
and/or  graduate  degrees),  (b)  health 
care  and  long-term  care,  (c)  social  ser¬ 
vices,  (d)  science  and  the  environment, 
(e)  arts  and  humanities,  and  (f)  public 
affairs.  Full  accreditation  is  required  for 
higher  education  and  hospital  appli¬ 
cants  and  is  viewed,  where  appropri¬ 
ate,  as  a  positive  factor  for  all  others. 

Recent  deficits,  declining  use  statistics 
or  less  than  two  years  of  operation  are 
unfavorable  factors. 

For  what  purpose? 

(a)  Construction  or  renovation  of 
facilities 

(b)  Purchase  of  major  capital  equip¬ 
ment,  or  an  integrated  system,  at 
a  cost  of  at  least  $75,000 

(c)  Acquisition  of  real  estate 

The  Foundation  recognizes  the  serious 
problem  of  deferred  maintenance  in 
nonprofit  facilities  across  the  nation. 
Requests  which  address  such  condi¬ 
tions  are  welcome.  It  is  not  the 
Foundation's  intention,  however,  to 
reward  prior  inattention  to  plant 
needs.  Accordingly,  applications 
should  be  presented  within  the  frame¬ 
work  of  the  organization's  longer-term 
strategy  for  plant  renewal  and  ongoing 
maintenance. 

Requests  specifically  toward  debt 
retirement,  furnishings,  church  build¬ 
ing  projects,  or  projects  which  are  sub¬ 
stantially  completed  at  the  time  of 
application  are  not  eligible. 


Special  Program 

The  Kresge  Foundation  will  accept 
applications  for  a  challenge  grant  pro¬ 
gram  to  upgrade  and  endow  scientific 
equipment  and  laboratories  in  colleges 
and  universities,  teaching  hospitals, 
medical  schools,  and  research  institu¬ 
tions.  Applications  may  be  submitted 
from  April  1,  1988  through  March  31, 
1990  whether  or  not  a  traditional 
bricks  and  mortar  application  has 
been  submitted.  For  details,  request  a 
pamphlet  entitled  "The  Kresge 
Foundation  Science  Initiative." 

May  endowment  be  incorporated 
into  a  grant  proposal? 

Grant  funds  must  be  applied  only  to 
eligible  project  costs,  but  the  challenge 
component  can  address  the  raising  of 
endowment  funds  as  well.  This  can  be 
operating  and  maintenance  endow¬ 
ment  to  support  the  specific  project  or 
general  endowment  as  part  of  a  larger 
campaign.  In  either  case,  the  fund  rais¬ 
ing  deadline  applies  to  the  raising  of 
all  of  the  funds,  both  for  the  project 
and  for  the  endowment. 


How  are  grants  awarded? 

On  a  challenge  basis;  no  matching  for¬ 
mula  is  involved.  Foundation  grants 
are  approved  in  the  midst  of  a  fund 
raising  effort,  on  the  condition  that  the 
rest  of  the  funds  be  raised  by  an 
agreed  deadline.  Kresge  grants  are 
neither  the  first  nor  the  last  funding  of 
a  project. 

When  may  an  application  be  submit¬ 
ted? 

At  any  time  throughout  the  year,  but 
only  once  in  any  12  month  period. 

Generally,  application  should  be  made 
when  the  requirements  outlined  in 


this  description  can  best  be  fulfilled. 
Important  considerations  include: 

(a)  Project  Definition  —  The  scope 
of  a  project  should  be  specifically 
defined,  including  estimates 
based  on  advanced  architectural 
plans  or  actual  costs  (if  already 
under  contract). 

(b)  Fund  Raising  Strategy  —  A 
detailed  plan  should  be  present¬ 
ed  which  includes  anticipated 
fund  raising  progress  from  the 
date  of  submission  to  the  expect¬ 
ed  date  of  announcement  of  a 
Kresge  grant.  A  specific  dollar 
amount  should  be  requested, 
and  a  deadline  for  obtaining  the 
remaining  gifts,  pledges  or  other 
commitments  should  be  stated. 
The  challenge  role  of  a  Kresge 
grant  in  helping  to  raise  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  funds  should  be  made 
clear. 

(c)  Financing  and  Approvals  —  Any 

long-term  financing  (5  years  or 
more),  regulatory  approvals 
(Certificate  of  Need,  zoning,  etc.) 
or  purchase  agreements  (real 
estate)  required  for  completion 
of  the  project  must  be  formally 
committed  or  imminent  (within 
one  to  two  months  of  submis¬ 
sion)  prior  to  applying. 

When  are  decisions  announced? 

New  grant  commitments  are 
announced  on  a  monthly  basis 
February  through  June  and  September 
through  December.  Declinations  are 
announced  throughout  the  year. 
Generally,  a  decision  will  be  reached 
within  five  months  of  application 
receipt  or  earlier,  depending  upon  the 
volume  of  requests  under  review. 
Applications  will  be  acknowledged 
when  received  and  a  specific  review 


timetable  will  be  provided  at  that 
time. 

What  are  the  conditions  of  a  grant? 

Grants  are  paid  shortly  following 
compliance  with  two  conditions: 

(I)  raising  the  balance  of  the  funds 
required  to  complete  the  project 
by  an  agreed  deadline; 

(II)  signing  of  project  contract(s), 
notification  of  project  costs  and 
assurance  that  such  costs  are 
within  available  resources. 

May  appointments  be  made? 

Yes,  although  they  are  not  required 
and  are  held  only  at  the  initiative  of 
the  applicant.  Telephone  conference 
calls  may  also  be  arranged. 

When  possible,  it  is  suggested  that  a 
meeting  or  call  occur  prior  to  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  a  proposal,  thereby  permit¬ 
ting  useful  clarification  of  the 
Foundation's  applicant  procedures 
and  policies. 

What  about  future  requests? 

If  the  Foundation  has  declined  a 
request,  the  applicant  may  reapply 
twelve  months  after  the  original 
request  was  submitted.  Requests  may 
be  for  the  same  project,  provided  it 
remains  eligible,  or  for  another  project. 
Such  applications  should  be  complete 
in  all  respects  without  reliance  on  pre¬ 
viously  submitted  information. 

Organizations  which  have  previously 
received  a  grant  commitment  may 
apply  toward  a  different  project,  pro¬ 
vided  the  payment  conditions  of  any 
prior  grant  have  been  fully  satisfied.

NOTE  1  -  INVESTMENTS: 


The  Foundation  accounts  for  its  investments  on  a  fair  market  value  basis. 
Realized  and  unrealized  gains  or  losses  on  investments  are  determined  by  com¬ 
parison  of  cost  to  proceeds  and  fair  market  value,  respectively.  Cost  is  deter¬ 
mined  on  an  identified  lot  basis.

NOTE  2  -  OTHER  ASSETS: 

Other  assets  consist  primarily  of  interest  receivable  and  property  and  equipment. 
The  property  and  equipment  is  being  depreciated  on  the  straight-line  method 
over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  assets. 

NOTE  3  -  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  EXCISE  TAX  REQUIREMENTS: 

Payments  on  appropriations  for  contributions  in  1988  and  1987  were  $53,080,000 
and  $39,195,000,  respectively. 

The  Internal  Revenue  code  requires  that  the  Foundation  make  annual  minimum 
appropriations  for  contributions.  The  Foundation  is  also  subject  to  a  2%  federal 
excise  tax  on  net  investment  income,  including  realized  gains,  as  defined  in  the 
Code.
